Without the Middleman's Aid. 


Every morning there comes to the house 


In which I live a fine, halo old man, with 


ae fresh scent of country lanes -bout 
ifan, who brings »n abundant supply of 
egetables, of a quality one ean only find 
n the most expensive green groceries and 
rnlt stores. 
He makes a business of 


erving the products of his little market 
jarden across the North river to a choice 
,st of customers in certain apartment 
houses of the better order. He sells all 
hat he can deliver, and tho prices he 
tets, while reasonable enough to satisfy 
us patrons, are sufficiently liberal to 
compensate him handsomely. There are 
ther men, I notice, who make a specialty 
f milk, eggs and other fresh table com- 
modities, which they deliver after tho 
ame fashion, directly from their farmsor 
wultry yards. They pay uo tribute to a 
uiddlemau, nor are they under any ex- 
jense for a city shop. They begin by 
Irununihg np custom in good houses, 
and, as they serve the best of material, 
are not long in establishing a profitable 
connection. After this it is plain sailing 
with them. 


The business of putting up preserves 


and jellies seems also to be extensively 
bllowed by rural housewives, who seek 
their industry in much the same way. 
Some of them advertise in the family pa- 
pers. The majority employ a drummer 
:o beat up custom in town. The fact that 
ihey can afford the expense of*«lvertlse- 
ment or the salary of on agent, and still 
make a greater profit than if they sold 
,helr products to the shops, may serve as 
a slignt hint of the proportions of gain 
;hat fall to the middle man or retailer. A 
man in Fordham who has quite an ex- 
iensive fruit farm, which, thanks to his 
passion for improving varieties, produces 
some of the finest fruit in the country, 
informs me that he now gets nearly three 
iimes as much for the product of his or- 
chard, which ho retails himself, than he 
did when he sold it to a fruiterer. 
And 


still his customers get it cheaper than 
they did from the fruit shop.—Alfred 
Trumble in New York News.

sanity," published in The American Jour- 
nal of Insanity, Drs. Bannister and Hek- 
toen, physicians of the Illinois eastern 
hospital for the insane, express the opin- 
ion that there is little doubt but that 
insanity is Influenced by race. From tho 
statistics of three institutions in which 
insane persons are treated they draw the 
following conclusions: 
1. That in the 


white race the depressive types of mental 
disease ore most frequent in the Germanic 
and Scandinavian peoples, and least so in 
the Celts; the reverse of this appears to 
be the case as to the exalted or maniacal 
types. 2. That general paralysis is not a 
disorder to which any race is immune, but 
one that depends upon causes independent 
of racial or national peculiarities. 
8 


That the well known fact that insanity is 
much more common among the foreign 
born than among natives in this coun- 
try is not to any great extent explainable 
by the shipment of tho defective classes 
of Europe to America. 


The "cranks" and epileptics and other 


neurotic individuals do not appear to be 
represented, in due proportion even, 
among the foreigners In our asy'ams. 
The ca«se of the excess of foreign born 
insane in this country is, it seems proba- 
ble, to be looked for mainly in the fact 
that, supposing tho immigration to in- 
clude only its proportion of persons below 
the average of mental strength and flexi- 
bility, the change of scene and associa- 
tions, the difficulties of beginning life 
among them, disappointments, homesick- 
ness, and all the other accidents and trials 
that befall the new comers, together con- 
tribute oo break down mentally a vast 
number who under other circumstances 
would have escaped, and largely con- 
tribute to tho mass of insanity In this 
country.—Science.

Charcoal Earners of Cuba. 


During the first day of our excursion 


our quest was rewarded with nothing in 
the shapft of deep wood sights or tenantry, 
though the very earth seemed filled with 
songs and calls of negritos, mayitos, 
cabreros, zorales, totises, chmchinguacos, 
solviros, pioreras, savaneros, canaries and 
mocking birds, which frequent tho more 
open districts and plantation treos and 
hedges; but as we neared the denser 
forests, along towards nightfall, wo came 
upon a little settlement of people well 
worth going a long distance to know. 


These were the Cuban carboneros or 


charcoal burners. As all of the cooking 
and much of the manufacturing requiring 
heat in tho Cuban cities are done with 
charcoal, charcoal burning provides a sort 
of a livelihood for a small and picturesque 
class, who fell timber and burn charcoal 
at will in the countless island forests. 
These carboneros comprise some queer 
people. 
Most of them arc inoffensive and 


hospitable, but many are refugees from 
the late revolution, for the Spanish 
soldiery deem it wise not to disturb auy- 
)ody 
in these almost inaccessible haunts. 


So, aside from insurgent refugees, in 
nearly every carbonero's camp will also be 
found, if you happen to be in company 
with those whose sympathies are with 
a certain flag which waved defiance to the 
lated Spanish red and gold over theblood- 
twept fields of Camaguay, hero and there 
a noted bandit who could never bo taken 
from among his swarthy friends. —Edgar 
L Wakeman's Letter in Philadelphia 
Times.

Satisfactory Trial oi tha New Gunboat 


Under Severe Testa. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. in.-The United 


States steel gunboat Yorktown returned 
yesterday from her trial cruise down the 
Delaware bay and out into the ocean. 
Commodore Fitzhugh -peaks generally in 
high praise of the craft. On Wednesday 
a run was made straightway out to sea, 
and. ia corning hack, the Yorktown made 
a run of four hour- * ith a 40-knot breeze 
dead on, and behaved admirably Cap- 
tain Steele say- »h • di.l not roll or pitch, 
and he never had a vessel that was 
more plumb or steadi -r. In another four 
hours' run she made 1*11 average of lo.Sj 
knots per hour, or about twenty miles, 
thus proving her t» be a very fleet ocean 
craft, as well a* a rumarkably steady one. 
The engines of the Yorktown proved to 
be perfect marvels lor steadiness and 
power. Each t-igi-i" on a regular test 
marked 1.T7 revolutions a minute, imply- 
ing a horse-powur far ahead of the con-

'any circumstances. While at sea the 
sails were tested, and it was found that 
in tkis particular the ship was as trim aud 
compJeto as in any other. 


The officers and crew, from the Com- 


modore down to the stokers, are loud in 
their praise of the Yorktown, and they be- 
Itove that she will prove the pride of the 
new American navy, at least until U\e 
mammoth cruisers Baltimore, Philadel- 
phia and Newark shall come forth to bear 
the American Hat,'.
